state penitentiary here this 
morning for the-murder of 
C. M. label 1. Motorcycle Of-, 
ficer, at Dallas'on February 
1th.'. 


Governor Ferguson grant- 


ed a reprieve because the 
original date of the execu- 
tion fe.ll on God Friday. 


Before going to his death 


S. A. Robinson confessed 
that his brother admitted to 
him the killing of a posse- 
man at Deport, Lamar coun- 
iy, 'iii Januafy, 1925,x while 
escaping from a road gang 
there. 


.Reports from Paris today, 


however stated that; Guy 
Teague, 
foreman 
of 
the 


chain gang -from which Rob- 
inson escaped domed that 
anyone was killed .when the 
negro escaped. 


The execution of the Robinson 


brothers was the price they were 
sentenced to pay for a drunken joy- 
ride on the night of February 4, 
which resulted in the killing of 
Clarence Isbell, 25 year old motor- 
cycle policeman! 


Isbell was" shot from his motor- 


cycle at the intersection of Forrest 
and Whitaker avenues in, Dallas in 
an, attempt to stop an automobile 
from 
speeding. 
The 
Robinson 


brothers were in the car with sev- 
eral other' negro men ami women, 
anil 'according to their own testi- 
mony they were intoxicated. 


The negroes were captured after 


a sensational escape Into Arkansas, 
where they killed a railroad special 
agent who ordered them from the 
freight train on wliich they were 
escaping. This was at De Queen, 
Ark. 
They were later captured in 


Independence, Missouri, where they 
went to get mail. 


Officer K. B. Wofford, who was 


Isoell's partner, described the kill- 
ing at the brief trials in which the 
Robinsons 
were 
sentenced. 
He 


said lie' and Isbell were watching 
for speeders, lie testified that as 
he was chasing a Speeding cur .east 
on Forrest avenue, he saw Isbeh 
pass him ,-oliasingianother-, car.,v;go-; 
ing 'west. 
In. a few moments he 


heard Isbell blow his horn and- or-' 
der (be driver to pull up to the 
curb. A moment later he heard a 
shot and saw Isbell fall from liis 
motor. 
Wofforrt raced to the spo^ 


and 
exchanged 
shots 
with 
the 


blacks as they sped away. 


Details of the_joyride preceding 


the shooting were'related by'Mabel 
Lofton, a1 negressrwho was an occu- 
pant of the death car. 
She testi- 


fied that S. A. Robinson fired the 
shot 
which 
killed Isbell. 
She 


quoted the other brother as saying: 


"They 
arrested riie .once for 


speeding when I, didn't have a gun, 
but 1 am ready for 'em tonight." 


Th'e two brothers, she testified, 


carried guns. 


Snap (Forest) -was driving the 


car out- Forrest avenue and had a 
gun in his hands," she testified, 
but S.'A. fired first and Isbell fell 
from his machine. JUKI as ,S. A. 
fired." 


The negroes admitted their guilt 


on the witness stand. 


"I'm guilty," said Forest. 
"We 


all were drunk—tanked up—when 
Isbell was shot. 
•1 Gertrude Davis, negrcss, testified 
thai. S. A. Robinson came to her 
house the day following tho shoot- 
ing and showed . her a newspaper 
containing Isbell'a picture. He ad- 
mitted to her that he had killed 
(he officer and when she asked 
why, she testified Hie negro re- 
plied: 


".lust because 1 was-mad and full 


of choc beer." 


Tho negroes ,Wore tried tilmul- 


tpneously in separate courtrooms. 
The jury in S. A. Robinson's trial 
was out only two minutes.

What palate-tickling joys do dwell! 


Since eggs contain all of the ele- 


ments in the right proportion for 
the support of the body, they arc 
considered a nearly perfect food 
and are being consumed in enor- 
mous quantities. 
Yet many times 


that number could be used. 
The 


present demand for more eggs en- 
courages the ponltryinan to do all 
within his power to help supply 
this need. 
It is wise for him to do 


this ,as it means dollars added to 
his bank, account. 


Feeding is the most important 


.'actor in egg production. 
The first 


requirement of good nutrition is 
an adequate supply of fuel for all 
body activities. TJiis naturally in- 
cludes those substances ' 
which 


build up the organism and keep 
it in repair. 


Let us consider the hen as 
,a 


factory where eggs are produced. 
The raw material 
consumed 
is 


transferred into the egg parts; the 
yolk, the white, and the shell. If 
the ration is well balanced, then 
no food is wasted, but if grain alone 
is fed, the fowls will get too great 
an amount of carbohydrates 
and 


fats, or yellow forming material. 
This surplus is stored away and 
the hens become fatter than 
is 


necessary. The grains usually fed 
are wheat, corn, oats, barley 
or 


kaffir. 


Ground feeds are rich in protein 


and form the white of 
the egg. 


These feeds are the 
by-products 


from the grains. Cotton seed meal, 
wheat bran and commercial meat 
scraps are the most popular ground 
feeds. 
These rich protein foods 


when fed In combination with the 
grains, furnish all of the egg ex- 
cept the shell. 
The lime necessa- 


ry for shell formation is usually 
fed in the form of cracked oyster 
shell. 


Just, as the year 'round veget- 


able garden is valuable In correct- 
ing defects in the human food sup- 
ply, so is 
it necessary 
for the 


poultry flockk. 
Oreen food adds 


that pep and vigor that is so es- 
sential. Turnip greens, .rape, beet 
tops and kale may he tod in the, 
spring and summer, with cabbage 
as a late fall and early winter food. 
Oats, wheat and rye may be used 
for winter pasture.

was completed. 


Meanwhile, late iu 1»25. Chap- 


man's pal, Amlerton, hod killed Ben 
Hance and his wife, on whose farm 
.'near Muncie Chapman and Ander- 
' son once lived, presumably because 
they had testified against Chapman 
in bis murder trial. Anderson him- 
self was killed a few weeks later 
by a Muskegon, Mich.,, policeman.
